Washington, D. C.—I notice some 


talk of need of legislation for the re- 
gulation of tho coal industry. This is 
surprising and proceeds, I am sure, 
from failure to understand what legis- 
lation is now available for the protec- 
tion of tho public against interference 
with the sufficiency of coal supply for 
the nation. 


There are some ten thousand soft 


coal mines open and shipping coal. 
These mines are fully equipped with 
underground haulage ways, ventilating 
systems, mechanical 
equipment and 


employes, so that they can produce 
jear in and year out some 700,000,000 
tons of bituminous coal. This is 30 
per cent more coal than the country 
usually needs. 


Can Open New Mines 


With 7,000 producers, operating ten 


thousand mines in 26 different states, 
it is nonsense to talk about combina- 
tions among bituminous coal produc- 
ers to resist production or put up pric- 
es. There are thousands of acres ol 
foal deposits adjacent 
to 
railways 


which can be opened at any time the 
open market offers opportunity for 
profit. During the past year on one 
railroad more than one thousand new 
mines were opened. There can be no 
successful combination among produc- 
ers for the restriction of production 
under such conditions anymore than 
the farmer can successfully combine 
to put up the price of wheat, corn, 
cotton or other agricultural commo- 
dities. 


You ask then, what causes these 


periodial shortages of coal. Just two 
things: 


First, some deficiency of transpor- 


tation, which for a period, makes it 
impossible to ship from the mines the 
tonnage of coal needed to meet cur- 
rent demands. That is a matter, it 
may be argued, against which the pub 
He should be safeguarded and protect 
od. I agree. What is not generally 
understood, however, is that this ha 
already been done and that the pub 
lie now, through ample legislation, i 
fully protected against that kind o 
emergency. I refer to the Esch-Cum 
mins law, the new transportation act 


Faced Big Shortage 


On June 1 of this year the United 


States was shorter of bituminous coa 
than it had ever been on June 1 in 
any year of which we have a record 
Wo were far worse off than on June 
1, 1917. We faced a very grave situa 
tion because the railroads, disorgan 
ized by government control and the 
switchmen's strike, were unable to 
ship more than about 9.000,000 tons o 
bituminous coal per week, when thi 
country needed 
32,000,000 tons pc 


week. However, under the newly en 
acted Esch-Cummins Jaw, the inter 
state commerce commission in cooper 
ation with the National Coal associa 
tion and the American Railway asso 
ciation, put into effect some practica 
service orders which applied enough 
transportation service to tho business 
of handling soft coal to fill up the deft 
cit to give consumers tlfc reserve 
supplies they needed before winter and 
to restore conditions to normal. 


Through the advantage afforded by 


the Esch-Cummins law, the countrj 
today, instead of facing national dis 
aster, as it did in the beginning of the 
winter of 191T-1918, is back to normal 
condition of bituminous coal supply 
Thus tho Esch-Cummins law and the 
interstate commerce commission have 
been subjected to the severest possible 
tests of their sufficiency in the face of 
a grave transportation emergency and 
they have more than made good.

Washington—The text 
of Presi- 


dent Wilson's message follows: 


"When I addressed myself to per- 


forming the duty laid upon the presi- 
dent by the constitution to present to 
you an annual report on the state of 
the union. I found myself dominated 
by an immortal sentence of Abraham 
Lincoln's: 'Let us have 
faith that 


right makes might and in that faith 


j let us dare to do our duty as we under- 
stand it,' a sentence immortal because 
it embodies in a form of utter sim- j 
plicity and purity the essential state 
of the nation, the faith in which it 
was conceived and the faith in which 
it has grown 
to glory 
and power. 


With that faith and the birth of a na- 
tion founded upon it, came the hope 
into the world that a new order would 
prevail throughout the affairs, of man- 
kind, an order in which reason and 
right would take precedence of covet- 
ousness and force, and I believe that 
I express the wish and purpose of ev- 
ery thoughtful American when I say 
that this sentence marks for us in 
the plainest 
manner 
the part we 


should play alike in the arrangements 
of our domestic affairs 
and 
in our 


exercise of influence upon the affairs 
of the world. By this faith and by 
this faith alone, can the world be lift- 
ed out of its present confusion and 
despair. It waa this faith which pre- 
vailed over tho wicked force of Ger- 
many. 
You will remember that the 


beginning of the end of the war came 
when the German people found them- 
selves face-to-face with the conscience 
of the world and realized that right 
was everywhere arrayed against the 
wrong that their government was at- 
tempting 
to 
perpetrate. 
I think, 


therefore, that it is true to say that 
this was the faith which won the war. 
Certainly this is the faith with which 
our gallant men went into the field and 
out upon the seas to make sure of vic- 
tory.

Characteristically silent. Mr. Wilson 


has kept his own counsel and given 
no Inkling of his plans to anyone. Ev- 


white house officials professed ab- 


solute ignorance of the president's in 
tentions and did not say as they have 
so often in the past that they knew 
but were forbidden to tell. The fact 
of tho matter is that the tragedy of 
the White House is the single cloud 
that overhangs Washington as the 
new congress convenes. Few people 
know

This 
is the time of all others .when democ- 
racy should prove its purity and its 
spiritual power to prevail. It is -sure- 
ly the manifest destiny of the United 
Statca to lead In the attempt to make 
this spirit prevail. 


Two Ways To Help 
There are two ways in whirh the 


United States can a=sist to accomplish 
this great object: First, by offering the 
example within her own borders of 
will and power of democracy to make 
and enforce laws which are unques- 
tionably just and which aro equal in 
their administration—laws which se- 
cure i(« full right to labor and yet at 
the Same time safeguard the integrity 
of property »nd particularly of that 


property which is devoted to the de- 
velopment of industry and 
the in- 


crease of the necessary wealth of the 
world. Second, by standing for right 
and justice as towards individual na- 
tions. The law of democracy is for 
the protection of the weak and the in- 
fluence of every democracy in the 
world should bo for the protection of 
the weak nation, the nation which is 
struggling towards its right and to- 
wards its proper recognition and pr'vi 
lege in the family 
of nations. The 


United States cannot refuse this role 
of champion without putting the stig- 
ma a? rejection upon the great ani 
devoted men who brought its govern- 
ment into existence and established 
it in the fare of almost universal op- 
position and intrigue, even in the face 
of wanton force, 
as, 
for example, 


against the orders in council of Great 
Britain and the arbitrary Napoleonic 
decrees which involved us in what we 
know as the war of 1812. I urge you 
to consider that the display cf an im- 
mediate disposition on the part of con 
irress to remedy any injustices 
or 


evils that may have shown themselves 
In our own national life, will afford 
the most effectual offset to the forces 
of chaos and tyranny which are play- 
ing so disastrous a part in the for- 
tunes of the free peoples of more 
than one part of the world.

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WORLD VIEW OF THE OIL SUPPLY 


The world needs more power. For pres- 


ent and future sources of energy we have 
1 o look to flowing water and the mineral 
fuels. 
Only about one-twentieth of the 


potential power of the world's rivers has 
been utilized, and over half of this in 
North America, with Europe credited with, 
•one-third and the rest divided between 
Asia- South America. Oceaniea. and Afri- 
ca, in the order named. In its potential 
resources, however. Africa ranks not last 
but first: it has over 40 per cent of the 
world's supply of water and is followed in 
turn by Asia. North America. South 
America. Europe and Oceania. 


In the division of coal resources among 


the continents, at least of the better grades 
of coal, similar inequalities are seen: 
North America has more than half, Asia 
about a quarter. Europe a sixti. and the 
rest is divided between Oeeanica'. Africa, 
and South America, in the order named. 


The United States Geological Survey's 


•estimate of the petroleum resources of the 
world shows that the distribution, while 
unevenly balanced among the nations is 
evenly balanced between the eastern and 
the western hemispheres. 


More than half of tbe world's oil re- 


serves are believed to be concentrated in 
two intercontinental areas: one of these 
oil-rich provinces includes the North 
American and South. American countries 
bordering the Caribbean Sea, and tbe oth- 
er includes the countries of western Asia 
wad southeastern Europe, with, the Cau- 
casus as an axis. 
On these two areas, 


then, comprising together only about 4 
per cent of the earth's surface and con- 
taining about 60 per cent of the world's 
i'uture supply of oil. is focused the atten- 
tion of the great nation's that most need 
oil. 


In a review of the world's sources of 


cuergy water and coal, as well as oil—we 
see North America taking first rank among 
the continents, with Asia a close second 
and Europe a poor third, although Eur- 
ope has a much smaller area than either 
of the other two. 


If we look at the power problem in our 


own country we are able to see in more de- 
tail the relative position of water, coal 
and oil as sources of energy. Millions'of 
horsepower, thousands of billions of tons, 
and billions of barrels are the measures of 
our nation's wealth in these three resourc- 
es. 


To compare these three resources: If 


we take fifty million horse power as an 
average figure for the potential water pow- 
er of the United States, without storage, 
we find that if fully developed and if used 
at the average load factor of today our ri- 
vers and streams would just about meet 
the country's present needs and would sup- 
ply that amount of power for all time; 
moreover, with storage and an improved 
load factor they could provide a consid- 
erable increased output of energy to meet 
the growing demand. 


If, however, we should put the -whole 


burden on our coal mines, not using even 
the water power now used, we would find 
that by adopting the best steam practice 
of today the present power requirements 
of this country could be met with coal for 
57,000 years, although we know that 
long before the end of that period the 
greater depth of the coal mines and their 
im-reased distance from market would 
alone create power demands for* mining 
and transportation that would considerab- 
ly cut down the amount of power avail- 
able for other uses. 


The comparison becomes more striking 


when we consider the adequacy of the pe- 
troleum reserves of the United States to 
drive the prime movers of the country. 
Again adopting the best steam practice of 
today as known in the largest public-utili- 
ty stations where fuel oil is need, and try- 
ing to carry the whole power load of the 
couutry with oil alone we find that the oil 
reserves of the United States, although 


measured by billions of barrels, would last 
only nine years and three months. 


Granted, then, that we hare not enough 


oil to permit its use where either cdal or 
water power can bo had. we face the 
question of priority in use. The "flash 
point" in any discussion of priority in 
the use of petroleum products is reached 
when any curtailment in the use of gaso- 
line by pleasure automobiles is suggested. 
Yet by every known rule of determining 
priority the nonessential use is the first to 
be regulated, and this use of petroleum 
product as a luxury can find no economic 
justification in comparison with its com- 
mercial use. A more logical plea for mo- 
tor fuel can be made, however, by the 
trucks that already form so large a part 
of our distribution system and the trac- 
tors that by the million will soon be help- 
ing to meet the world's increased demand 
for food. Truck and tractor must be giv- 
en the first places in the long line of au- 
tomobiles seeking motive power at the gas- 
oline station. 


The first thought in either a national or 


a world program for oil is to stimulate 
production; "more oil needed" describes 
the symptom felt by.every nation, and new 
and larger supplies of oil is the remedy 
sought. Taking the long view as well as 
the broad view, however, we are forced to 
admit the equal need of checking consump- 
tion. A world policy, if it is to safeguard 
the future, must draw up a program that 
will favor thrift in the use of the oil cur- 
rently produced, and in that program also 
there must be a joining of nations in con- 
tinued effort for the common good. When 
the world runs short of oil all nations will 
suffer, regardless of the geographic loca- 
tion of the remaining wells. America has 
led in teaching the world to use petrole- 
um, whether in lamp or automobile or 
tractor, and it should be America's spe- 
cial duty to teach the world to use petro- 
leum most efficiently. 


The oil problem can be solved only 


through a keener realization of the world's 
future needs and a 'stronger determination 
to serve future interests. Any taking over 
of the rules of war into the economic com- 
petition for n«w supplies of oil or for mar- 
kets for oil products will waste a limited 
resource as well as threaten world peace. 
If a high executive of one of the largest 
steel companies can address the Amerian 
Iron and Steel institute on the golden rule 
in business the same thought may well be 
given this wider application before the 
American Petroleum institute. Diploma- 
cy—whether Old world or New world— 
can offer no better guide in these ques- 
tions of world economics than is found in 
the golden rule. No other theory of in- 
ternational conduct is so worthy of a dem- 
ocratic nation or can be so easily applied 
to practical issues, and its application to 
oil is absolutely necessary if we are to 
make the world's oil serve the greatest 
number of generations.

CATARACT AND VISION 


Every eye is provided by nature with a lens of 


crystalline clearness and perfectly focused. Some 
times this natural lens becomes cloudy or opaque, 
That is called cataract. The ancients imagined 
that the impairment or loss of eyesight in such a 
condition was caused by some opaque substance 
flowing down over the front of the crystalline lens, 
hence they called it "cataract." But cataract is not 
a skin or membrane growing upon the eyeball, as 
many imagine. It is an opacity within the eye, a 
clouding of the lens through which we see. This 
crystalline lens Is not essential for all vision, any 
more than are spectacles used by an elderly Individ- 
ual with weak sight. The crystalline lens Is essen- 
tial for clearness of vision of near objects, as in 
reading. But a suitable lens of glass worn before 
:ho eye serves every purpose which the natural 
lens would serve. Therefore, victims of cataract 
may submit to the only curative treatment, opera- 
tion, in which the' opaque or degenerated lens is 
removed, with every expectation of recovering com 
fortable vision • through proper glasses. Of course, 
after snch operation the individual cannot expect 
to have clear vision for any near objects without 
the glasses, which take the place of the crystalline 
lenses which have been destroyed by the disease 
and removed by the oculist. 
In its early stage cataract is imperceptible to the 


ordinary observer, though readily destected by an 
examination of the interior, of the eye by the sur- 
geon or oculist. Only in an advanced stage does the 
black pupn of the eye (the window) become obvi- 
ously greyish or cloudy in appearance. 
Cataracts occur both in infancy and in old age. 


Some infants are born blind in consequence of cat- 
aract. It seems that cataract is directly inherited In 
some families. In childhood cataract is usually in- 
complete, involving only part of the Jens, so that 
some degree of vision is retained. Unfortunately 
not all cataracts In children are susceptible of cure 
by operation, owing to associated disease or degen- 
eration of other parts of the affected eye. 


Blindness is by no means the inevitable fate of 


the elderly victim of cataract. In a great many in- 
stances, even though no treatment Is given, the 
opacity or haze reaches a certain degree and then 
remains stationary throughout life—vision 
much 


mpalred but not lost. 


Sometimes the opacity occurs in tho center of the 


pupil or window and seriously interferes with vi- 
sion from its very beginning, long before cataract 
would be suspected from the outward appearance 
of the eye. But In most instances the opacity starts 
near the border or circumference of the lens and is 
well developed before the victim la seriously troubled 
about vision.

The Artist in the Movies 


.By Frederic J. Haskln. 


'Los Angeles, Calif. — A brand-new 


planet has recently appeared among 
movie constellations in the form of 
the Artist. He represents tho latest 
attempt of movie magnates to raise 
the produclon 
of 
moving pictures 


from an industry to an art. 


From now on we can look" gratefully 


forward to pictorial effects 
on 
the 


screen as well as human interest ones, 
for the Artist is going to have his 
say. as well as the director, the star 
and the author. Already the coast 
studios are becoming fairly well popu- 
lated with artists of repute, including 
Paul Chalfin, the decorator, Penrhyn 
Stanlaws, the illustrator, and Joseph 
Urban, tho scenic designer. 


Although it seldom gets credit for 


it, tho moving picture Industry is 
acutely aware of Its own short com- 
ings. It knows that It is primarily 
a commercial activity, in which popu- 
lar appeal is more important 
than 


quality, but it sincerely endeavors to 
be as artistic as possible. It 
has 


traveled a long way since the days of 
two and threc-reelors, but it is not 
satisfied to stop. It Is ready with its 
public to take the next step, which is 
more artistic lighting and setting. 


In early days of the Industry it was 


the company alone that 
mattered. 


People went to see a "Blograph" or 
a "Universal"' without paying any 
special attention to the stars. But as 
the old guard companies 
disbanded, 


the stars became the chief attraction. 
Mary Plckford, Alice Joyce. Maurice 
Costello and W. S. Hart were followed 
to whatever theaters 
booked them. 


Then the public and the 
producers 


simultaneously discovered 
that 
the 


featuring of their favorite star did not 
necessarily mean 
a well-told story, 


and their confidence shifted to the 
director. 
But even a renowned dir- 


ector did not seem to insure a good 
story, eo the vogue changed to popu- 
lar writers. The day of the author 
has been long, but the movies are 
now restlessly seeking— perhaps once 
more with their public — something 
better. The notion seems to be gain- 
ing headway that perhaps more ef- 
fective pictures could be mado if the 
depleting- of human emotions 
from 


the pictorial angle were given more 
expert supervision. 
Screen to Follow Stag* 


In other words, the industry is on 


the point of timidly deciding that it is 
ready for the revolutionary ideas and 
methods that 
Gordon 
Craig 
and 


Adolph Appia have Introduced in the 
theater. 'It will be cautious, of course. 
but there is a strong movement for 
placing th'e entire process of picture 
production under the control of the 
artist. 
According to Wilfred Backland, 


who Is in charge of the netting at the 
Famous Player studios 
at 
Holly- 


wood, this is merely the next logical 
step. In his opinion, the realistic 
background cannot last much longer. 
"The building of real interiors," he 
says, "has already been carried as far 
as possible. Now for emotions and 
moods. The tendency is to get away 
from the strictly photographic end of 
It, and to deal in atmosphere rather 
than actualities. 
"In painting a. picture an artist does 


not paint a real house, reproducing 
every 
minute detail. That sort of 


thing belongs to the old and now de- 
spleed photographic school of art. He 
paints in something to give tone to 
the figures. The great secret of art, 
as Whistler said, is knowing what to 
leave out. Every once in awhile you 
£;et a shock by discovering a picture 
In which the director has shown signs 
of an artistic 
conscience. But the 


majority of moving pictures are still 
far behind commercial photography, 
which is becoming less photographic. 
while most of the advertisements in 
the back pages -.of our magazines are 
more artistic 
than the average 


movie." 
This is a particularly interesting 


admission on the part 
of Mr. Buck- 


land, because he was perhaps the first 
to introduce the 
Belasco School of 


realism on tlte screen. He was Mr. 
Belasco's assistant "for several years 
during which time ho developed stage 
realism to its full height. In produc- 
ing "The Easiest "Way" for the thea- 
ter, several 3-ears ago, for instance, 
Mr. Burkland 
rented 
the room a 


chorus girl had had on Forty-seventh 
street In New York; took a scenio 
artist over, 
and made a. sketch of 


everything in it. It was reproduced 
in exact detail in that play. 


"Yes " said he ruminatively, as he 


sat in his queer little office up under 
the roof of ono of the studio build- 
ings, 
"Gordon Craig 'and 
I were 


school-boys together, We crew up 
and started out in our profession about 
the same time, but Gordon has fol- 
lowed the progressive road, while I 
have stuck to the old ona." 


How Sets are 


But this is merely an example of 


Mr Buekland'B whimsical modesty, 
for on his own road his achievmenta 


have been noteworthy, also, and it is 
quito evident that once authorized it 
would not take liim long to leap from 
realism to moods and emotions, too. 
As it is, ho is contributing some very 
artistic 
sets and lighting *o the 


Famous Players pictures. 


When a story is to be photographed 
it' is handed to him for the arrange- 
ment of its background. He reads it 
to get an idea of what tho people are 
like and what their 
surroundings 


should be. In this ho is assisted by a 
research staff—ono of tho most valu- 
able assets of moving picture studios 
these days—which has a large library 
of its own. If the story hikes place in 
South Africa the researches are de- 
pended upon to get the correct do- 
tails, including what the people use, 
the little, personal things they cany, 
and their peculiar customs. This is 
done in the case of every foreign 
background, and Mr. Buckland has 
suggested that it might even be ex- 
tended for a few American settings 
which are often foreign, apparently, 
to director*. 


With this report In hand, sketches 


are made of the required seta an*! 
turned over to a force of architectural 
draftsmen In the next room. Every 
house must be laid out exactly as in 
an 
architectural 
office. 
When the 


plans are completed they go to the 
studio workshop—a huge one employ- 
ing dozens of workmen—Just as the 
plans of a house go to a contractor. 
The plans are frequently 
restudied 


and corrected so that the director will 
know how they look before they are 
built. Consequently, when they are 
completed no changes have to be made 
—a very important precaution in an 
industry which loses tremendous sums 
of money If ita stars and directors are 
held up in their work. 


When the house is built, Mr. Buck- 


land descends from his roof and goes 
over the scene; directs the painting 
and interior decorations, 
sometimes 


in consultation with the director, and 
proceeds to have it furnished like a 
real house. In a surprisingly short 
time after he gets a story you ca 
walk into the room where the heroine 
is supposed to live—stairs, hallways, 
French doors, window draperies, and 
everything. If the house is the in- 
terior of some exterior already photo- 
graphed, great caro must be taken to 
get the 
dimensions exactly right. 


Sometimes, if you are like us, you see 
some very queer discrepancies on the 
screen, such as colonial facades with 
Interior round rooms, but we feel sure 
that they do not come 
from 
this 


studio. 


Two Kinds of Director* 


When all Is set, tho director and the 


stars come along. The characters are 
grouped and photographed Just as if 
they were real people In a real house. 
Under tho circumstances, however, 
the director of the sets nover knows 
what the director of the stars is going 
to do. A background may be studied 
and erected with the greatest care 
only to be disregarded entirely or 
changed about, usually for the worse. 
In accordance with the director's point 
of view. 
Here at this studio ytra can walk 


through whole 
streets 
hurriedly 


erected on its broad acres for one 
lone 
picture. There are 
English 


churches Italian villas. Firth Avenue 
palaces and peasant cottages, some 
of them quito complete and others in 
the process of construction. " In one 
part of the studio is a large tank, 
which takes on a different setting ev- 
ery other day or so. Sometimes it Is 
a Jungle swamp, surrounded by thick 
tropical underbrush 
containing real 


monkeys and parrots, and again It la 
a cool, placid lake in a millionaire's 
garden, or along tho terrace of'a 
fashionable summer hotel. 


Everything is reproduced In precise 


detail. Not long ago, tho 
scene 


called for was a waterfront In Hong- 
kong. Tho research staff 
was put 


to work uncovering details about 
Hongkong and photographs of its 
streets, and hi a few days the sot de- 
partment had an exact duplicate of 
the waterfront along the ever ver- 
satile tank. At the last moment, 
moreover, a couple of Orientals were 
dispatched 
to obtain a supply of 


Chinese signs for the various small 
shops represented. 


About this time a Chinese diplomat 


visited the studio on his way through 
California. With great prido, tho set 
department 
led him to 
tho newly 


constructed waterfront and asked him 
what he thought of it. Tho diplomat 
bowed politely and said he thought It 
was very nice. Seeing that ho smiled, 
however, the set artists pressed him 
for a criticism. "Well," he said at 
length, "I did not know there were 
so many shoe stores In Hongkong." 
And here it was revealed that all of 
the signs in the shops were shoe signs. 


With a background of mooda and 


emotions, of course, 
all such 
dis 


crcpancies would be sovcrly eliminated.

who are most to be pitied. It is a tragic 
thing to be born a German child today. 
He is born into a hungry world and to a 
bird life. Starvation is written on every 
child. They were not children so much 
as the shadows of children." 


Ph'llip Gibbs, of the London Times, 


probably the world's greatest war corre- 
spondent, says: '' There is poverty naked 
and cold. There is hunger and starva- 
tion. 
There is sorrow and death, and 


unless something happens Quickly the 
whole country of Germany will be in the 
hands of famine." 


Mr. Sanne, of tbe German Red Cross 


says: "In one public school in Berlin put 
of 650 children last winter, tbe following 
statistics were reported: 161 had only 
wooden slioes; 142 were without coats or 
warm outer garments: 3^5 were without 
any underclothing; 378 had no warm 
room at their homes; 341 never saw a 
drop of milk at home; 108 were con- 
sumptives, 10S whose parents were una- 
ble to buy the official food ration; and in 
one month 85 died of rickets or starva- 
tion." 


Statistics of disease and mortality prove that the children in Germany have suffer- 


ed to an appalling degree. For every child in Germany who is so underfed as to have 
developed some illness, there are at least tw0 sufficiently underfed to remain weak and 
backward both in bodily and mental development. Today the number of such children 
in Germany is beyond computation. 


The American Relief Administration, 


of which Mr. Hoover is Chairman is now 
feeding 660,000 children, under 5 years 
of age, who are actually suffering with 
rickets 
and tuberculosis, with only 


enough food to last until January 1 st. 


Mr. Hoover says: "There is no dis- 


No 
child, of Jew, Catholic, Protestant, or 
any race in this vast territory, has been 
turned away hungry from its doors."
